I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Hea,lth 
and  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  City  of  Pietei*maritzburg,  for  the 
ca.lendar  year  I960, 

Infectious  disease  figures  were  a  little  lower  than  last  year. 
Tuberculosis  incidence  increased  -in  Non-Europeans,  while  Poliomyelitis 
ii:.cidence  was  again  low.  Infantile  Mortality  worsened  5Ln  Colouxeds, 
but  vras  much  lower  in  Natives,  Death  rates  were  a  little  higher  in  all 
races,  Cancer  deaths  in  Europeans  being  double  last  year’s  total. 

Birth  rates  were  unchanged  in  Europeans,  but  rose  in  all  the  Non- 
E-uropean  races, 

245  Council  houses  were  built  for  Asiatics  at  Northdale, 

The  building  of  a  new  Administration  Block  at  the  Abattoir  was  commenced 
duning  the  year,  the  Abattoir  again  experiencing  a  record  year  of 
s.laughtering. 

It  is  with  deep  regret  that  I  have  to  record  the  death  shortly 
after  retiring  through  ill  health,  of  Mr,  G.B.  Lupton,  Mr,  Lupton 
served  in  this  department  for  43  years  and  was  Abattoir  I4inager  for 
30  years. 


I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  all  members  of  the  Staff  for 
the  high  level  of  efficiency  maintajLned  in  the  Department  throughout 
the  year.

^’^ith  the  Miniature  X-Ray  plant  available,  contact  examination  at  the 
T.B.  Clinic  has  been  reduced  considerably,  as  a  routine  Miniature  X-Ray  of  all 
contacts  is  nov7  taken  and  only  when  abnormalities  are  noted  are  the  contacts 
referred  for  closer  investigation  at  the  Clinic.  Routine  follcm^-up  X-Rays 
of  T.B.  Patients  at  the  Clinics  and  our  hospitals  are  to  a  large  extent  being 
done  by  this  Miniature  plant  with  an  occasional  large  plate  for  confirmation. 

All  Natives  passing  through  the  Municipal  Registration  Medical 
Examination  have  a  Miniature  X-Ray  as  a  routine.  This  370 ar *3  figures  show 
that  187  out  of  a  total  of  14,059  Natives  (i.e.  13^)  vTcre  referred  from  the 
Pass  Office  for  further  investigation  at  the  T.B.  Clinic.

During  the  year  there  were  2,279  attendances  at  the  Clinic  (including 
1,103  Out- of -Borough  cases),  as  compared  with  last  year’s  total  of  2,570. 

All  contacts  are  now  referred  first  of  all  to  the  Miniatiire  X-Ray  Clinic  or 
Ma.ntoux  tested  in  the  case  of  children  and  only  brought  to  clinic  if  found  to 
bo  abnormal,  whilst  patients  for  Streptomycin  injections  only  occasionally 
attend  the  clinic  sessions  as  v/cll,  being  supervised  from  the  Streptomycin  Clinic. 

An  increasing  number  of  notifications  of  infants  under  the  ago  of  2

B.C.G.  immunisation  of  these  infants  appeared  to  be  the  most  practical 
method  of  providing  protection  and  was  commenced  at  the  Sobantu  Villag©  during 
the  year  on  newly  born  infants,  infants  up  to  the  age  of  2  who  attended  our 
Infant  ’'^elfare  Clinics,  and  on  contact  cases,  620  Mantoux  tests  were  carried 
out  and  307  inoculations  of  B.C.G.  were  given. 

Out-patient  continuation  treatment  with  injections  of  Streptomycin 
and/or  Oral  I.N.H.  and/or  P.A.S.  has  been  used  for ^patients  discharged  from 
hospital.

(a),  (b)  One  Clinic  Session  is  held  weekly  for  each  race  and  sex,  conducted  by 
and  (c)  the  Assistant  Medical  Officers  of  Health.  These  Clinics  are  held  in 
the  Public  Health  Department  for  Europeans  and  at  the  Municipal  Clinic 
in  East  Street  for  N on -Europe an s .  Separate  Clinic  Sessions  are  held 
for  European  Males,  European  Females  and  Native  Females.  A.  combined 
session  is  held  for  Coloured  and  Asiatic  Females,  and  a  combined  ses¬ 
sion  is  hold  for  Coloured,  Asiatic  and  Native  Males.  One  European 
Health  Visitor  (half-time  only),  1  Native  Nurse,  and  2  Native  Health 
Assistants,  assist  at  the  Clinics.

No  cases  of  Plague  occurred  during  the  year.  Regular  inspecting  of 
new  shops  and  warehouses  in  the  course  of  erection  has  been  carried  out  and 
their  rodent— proof ine:  has  been  supervised.  No  rodent  work  has  been  carried 
out  on  commonage,  but  the  r odent -proof ing  of  existing  infested  premises  has 
been  dealt  with  intensively.

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(6)  OTHER  caHCTICABLE  DISS/^SES; 

(I)  malaria 

Control  by  spotting  of  larvae  and  spraying  of  selected  breeding  spots 
has  again  been  carried  out  in  the  Borough,  No  malarial  mosquito  vectors  vi^ere 
discovered  inside  the  Borough  and  no  new  infections  of  malaria  occurred  within 
the  Borough,  3  Imported  cases  of  malaria  (from  Rhodesia)  were  notified. 

Permanent  v^ork  in  the  vjay  of  wide  open  drains  with  grassed  sides  and 
a  concrete  invert,  was  continued  in  the  off  season. 

Spraying  was  carried  out  to  keep  down  the  Anopheline  population  in 
knOTn  brooding  areas  and  to  deal  V7ith  Culicine  breeding  which  was  causing  a 
nuisance,  D.D.T,  suspension  being  used  with  satisfactory  results. 

(II)  BILKAKZIA 

Regular  surveys  imrc  carried  out  for  the  identification  of  snails. 
Copper  Sulphate  v/as  used  for  the  treatment  of  streams  wtiere  Physopsis  Africans 
were  identified  with  a  resultant  rapid  and  considerable  reduction  in  the  number 
of  snails  found,  treatment  being  repeated  at  2  monthly  intervals.  No  cases 
of  Bilharzia  were  reported  this  year.

(III)  ENTERITIS  in  infants  under  the  age  of, one  year  accounted  for. 21  deaths, 
(lO  Native,  Z  Coloured  and  9  Indian),  as  compared  with  31  last  year. 

( IV)  MIBFS 

This  disease  vms  only  moderately  prevalent  in  European  children  during 
the  year,  14  cases  being  admitted  to  the  (European)  Isolation  Hospital.  Com¬ 
plicating  encephalitis  was  seen  in  1  case  admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

(V)  MEASLES 

This  disease  ?jas  fairly  prevalent  in  school  children  this  year,  32 
European  and  18  Non-European  Borough  cases  being  admitted  to  the  Isolation 
Hospitals.  4  Native  and  3  Asiatic  deaths  from  this  disease  were  recorded. 

One  (European)  case  of  Measles  Encephalitis  was  admitted  to  Hospital. 

(VI)  GERMAN  MEASLES  was  only  moderately  prevalent  this  year. 

(VII)  CHICKEN  POX 

This  disease  was  only  modoruLoly  prevalent,  12  Enrei^oan  and  9  Non- 
European  cases  being  admitbod  be  bhe  Isolation  Iletipi+.al s.  One  case  v;r.s  com¬ 
plicated  by  Encephalitis. 

(VTJI)  WHOOP  TOG  COUGH 

This  disease  was  not  very  prevalent  during  the  year,  and  no  deaths 
wore  reported.  Immunisation  was  carried  out  at  the  Infant  ^'^clfare  Clinics, 
using  a  combined  i^liooping  Cough  and  Diphtheria  Vaccine.  ^  (See  page  22-2dj. 

15  Cases  (all  Natives)  wore  admitted  to  our  Infectious  Diseases  Hospitals  from 
outside  the  City,  and  2  European  and  2  Native  cases  were  admitted  from  the

(7)  WATER 
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(7)  water.  SIITLY.  (See  page  58) 

The  water  supply  of  Pietermaritzburg  is  under  the  control  of  the  City 
Engineer’s  Department.  It  is  derived  from  streams  coming  from  hilly  country 
lying  to  the  v/est  of  the  town.  From  the  Storage  Dam  at  Henley  the  water  is 
piped  to  the  Purification  ’-'’orks,  where  it  is  treated  with  Aluminium  Sulphate 
LimOj  before  filtration.  After  filtration,  the  water  is  treated  with  Chlora¬ 
mine  before  being  distributed  to  the  six  service  reservoirs.  New  covered 
service  reservoirs  at  Hathorns  Hill  and  Bisley  of  approximately  5  million  gallons 
capacity  each  have  recently  been  completed. 


The  supply  from  the  Purification  Works  and  each  of  the  service  reser¬ 
voirs  has  been  bacteriologically  examined  each  week  by  the  bio-chemist  in 
charge  of  the  Purification  ?Jorks.  All  employees  at  the  Purification  Works  are 
Vi-tested  and  immunised  against  Typhoid  Fever  at  the  same  time.  No  T;ater-borne 
outbreaks  of  disease  have  occurred  during  the  year.  Regular  bacteriological 
sampling  of  swimming  bath  waters  has  also  been  carried  out  throughout  the  year, 
and  samples  of  well  and  tank  vnters  have  also  been  examined.  It  has  been  found 
that  the  Pietermaritzburg  water  supply  contains  no  fluorine. 


The  water  supply  had  proved  inadequate  for  the  expanding  needs  of  the 
City,  and  restrictions  had  been  imposed  on  the  use  of  water.  Metering  was 
introd.uced  and  has  substantially  reduced  the  total  consum.pt ion  of  water  in  the 
City.  Consumption  dropped  by  21*5^  on  the  introduction  of  this  measure.  It  was 
also  decided  to  raise  the  walls  of  the  impounding  dam  at  Henley  by  23  feet  so  as 
to  approximately  treble  the  capacity  of  this  dam  and  this  work  has  now  been  com¬ 
pleted,  increasing  the  total  storage  capacity  of  the  dam  to  1,420  million  gallons 
and  providing  an  assured  daily  yield  of  8  million  gallons.  The  present  use  f.n 
Pietermaritzburg  is  about  5.5  million  gals  per  day. 


(8)  NIGHTSOIL  m  DISPOSAL 

The  administration  of  this  work  is  in  the  hands  of  the  City  Engineer. 
The  greater  part  of  the  Toto  and  Suburbs  is  served  by  Yrater-bcrne  sewerage, 
although  the  conservancy  system  is  still  in  use  in  certain  outlying  areas. 
Disposal  is  on  the  sewage  farm  about  3  miles  from  the  centre  of  the  Tovm.  ^ 

The  City  Council  acquired  adjoining  land,  in  order  to  extend  the  area  available 
for  sevjage  disposal.,  and  a  modern  .filtration  plant  was  completed  in  1956. 


(9)  m^T _ SITPPLIES  (See  pages  61-63)  . 

All  slaughtering  is  carried  out  at  the  Municipal  Abattoir,  v/hich  is 
under  the  direct  control  of  this  Department,  Butchers’  shops  are  periodically 
inspected  to  ensure  that  they  are  satisfactory  and  that  no  moat  which  does  not 
bear  the  Municipal  stamp  is  exposed  for  sale,  178  Inspections  of  butchers’ 
shops  and  8  inspections  of  Butchers’  carts  were  made  by  the  Department’s  Health 
Inspectors.  A  list  of  meat,  fish  and  fowl  condemned  after  inspection  is  shovm 
on  pages  59-60, 

The  Abattoir  Manager  reports  that  during  the  year,  94,652  animals 
were  slaughtered,  a  increase  on  the  1959  total  of  92,775.  Slaughtering  at  the 
Abattoir  is  carried  out  by  this  Department. 


All  blood  and  condemned  moat  and  offal  is  transported  in  drums  to  a 
privately  OT/ned  By-Product  Plant  at  Bisley,  just  outside  of  Pietermaritzburg. 

The  City  Council  has  decided,  not  to  continue  vdth  its  plans  for  its  win  By- 
Products  Plant.  The  rest  of  the  scheme  for  expansion  of  the  Abattoir  has 
been  continued.  The  construction  of  Non-European  change -rooms,  and  the^ 
provision  of  new  Railway  Siding  facilities  has  been  completed.  The  siding 
is  working  satisfactorily.  The  lairage  accommodation  has  already  been  impro^d 

by  the  provision  of  asbestos  roofing  and  7  additional  dual  purpose  (sheep/pig; 
liaals  and  6  additional  cattle  braals  have  been  completed. 


New  cold  storage  accommodation  was  completed  and  the  extensions  of 
the  hanging  and  slaughtering  halls  have  also  been  completed.  A  new  adminis¬ 
tration'  block  prov-iding  change  rooms  for  the  European  Staff  and  offices  for  the

Abattoir  Staffs  the  Bfeao  Board  Staff,  the  Graders  and  the  Agonts  was  cornmenced 
during  the  year.  Health  Inspectors  from  the  Department  have  had  to  help  out 
by  carrying  out  Meat  inspection  duties  at  the  Abattoir  owing  to  absence  of 
Abattoir  staff,  A  qualified  European  Slaughterman  supervises  the  work  of  the 
Native  Slaughter  Gang.

(10)  MILK  SUPPLIES 


The  milk  supply  has  been  carefully  controlled  throughout  the  year. 

It  was  d.erived  from  43  producer-distributors,  12  in  the  Borough,  and  31  Out- 
of— Borough,  and  80  producers,  3  Borough  and  77  Out— of —Borough,  "who  send^their 
milk  to  one  pasteurisation  plant  in  the  Borough,  from  where ^it  is ^distributed 
after  'oasteurisation.  All  these  dairymen  are  registered  with  this  Department 
and  their  premises  are  inspected  regularly.  Approximately  74^  of  the  milk 
sold  in  Pi.etermaritzburg  was  pasteurised. 


There  are  15  cream  suppliers,  of  whom  7  are  in  the  Borough  and  8 
outside  the  Borough. 

During  the  year  the  routine  Vi-testlng  of  dairy  employees  was 
continued.  Specimens,  which  are  taken  at  the  dairies  or  at  the  Health  Depart 
mont,  are  sent  by  pullman  transport  to  the  Durban  Government  Laboratory  for 
examination,  thus  reaching  the  laboratory  the  same  day  as  taken.

Outbreaks  of  Food  Poisoning . 

3  Outbreaks  of  food  poisoning  were  reported.  One  occurred  in  a 
boarding  school.  Out  of  84  boarders  and  13  staff  49  children  and  5  staff  mem¬ 
bers  became  ill  with  the  usual  gowstro- intestinal  symptoms.  None  of  the  suspected 
food  could  be  obtained  for  examination.  Haemolylic  Coagulase  positive  Staph. 
Aureus  and  a  Paracolon  group  organism  were  isolated  from  stools,  A  second  out¬ 
break  involved  5  adults,  but  the  suspected  foods  showed  Haemolylic  vStreptoc occi 
and  Haemolylic  Staphylocci,  while  the  stools  showed  Preteus  B.  In  the  third 
outbreak  one  person  v^as  involved.  The  suspected  food.  (Biltong)  showed  Streph, 
Albus  and  B,  Subtilis,  but  only  B.  Proteus  was  recovered  from  the  patients  stools,

Pneumonia  Yiere  the  chief  causes  of  .Non-European  Infantile  Mortality.

The  City  Council  corapleted  245  dwellings  for  Asiatics  at  Northdale, 
and  coininenced  a  Coloured  ’^Econoinic'*  Housing  Schenie  of  50  houses  (3  bedroom  type) 
at  Woodlands. 

Poiiers  under  the  Borough  By-Laws  have  been  exercised  sparingly  in 
dealing  with  insarJLtary  dwellings,  owing  to  the  acute  housing  shortage.  29 
dwellings  were  condemned  for  demolition  under  Public  Health  By-law  17.  ’  (19  of 

these  being  demolished  by  the  end  of  the  period  under  review),  and  40  diTellings 
were  voluntarily  demolished  mostly  to  make  way  for  new  buildings.  The  avail¬ 
ability  of  new  dwellings  at  Northdale  has  permitted  a  step  up  in  Departmental 
activity  in  securing  demolitions  of  slum  dwellings.

New  Buildings . 

The  City  Engineer  reports  that  120  dwellings  and  137  flats  (8  blocks) 
were  completed  for  Europeans,  9  flats  (l  block),  and  23  dwellings  were  built  for 
Non-Europeans  (4  Coloureds,  18  Asiatics,  and  1  Native).  These  dwellings  were 
provided  by  Private  Enterprise. 

(2 )  HOUSING  Og  MTI'VES.  NATIVE  OR  ASIATIC  LOCATIONS  OR  BARRACIS . 

The  PieteriTiaritzburg  Sobantu  Village,  situated  about  3  miles  from  the 
centre  of  Tov/n  iiow  contains  1,091  occupied  houses  and  various  public  buildings, 
with  an  estimat-ed  population  of  9,000.  Water  is  supplied  by  communal  standpipes 
from  the  Corporation  Water  Supply,  and  sanitation  is  by  the  pail  system,  separate 
from  each  house.  Communal  ablution  blocks  and  laundries  are  provided.  Provi¬ 
sion  for  hot  baths  at  'a  small  charge  has  been  made  in  the  recently  constructed 
ablution  blocks,  and  this  has  proved  very  popular. 

Although  there  is  still  room  available  at  the  Sobantu  Village,  the 
Government  will  not  permit  the  extension  of  this  scheme  and  the  Economic  Houses 
constructed  4  years  ago  are  the  last  houses  to  be  built  at  this  Village,  All 
the  houses  at  the  Sobantu  Village  have  been  built  by  Native  labour,  under 
European  supervision.  The  Council  has  under  consideration  a  scheme  for  a  new 
Native  Village  at  SLangspi-uit, 

There  are  three  Corporation  Hostels  for  single  Natives.  ^For  I'iales 
there  is  a  newly  extended  East  Street  Hostel  (and  annexes)  now  housing  2,300 
Natives,  and  the  Ortman  Road  Hostel  with  a  capacity  of  102,  The  Women’s  Hostel 
in  Church  Street  houses  430  women,  and  an  additional  Women’s  Hostel  housiig  200 
Natives  has  been  established  at  Oribi  to  serve  the  Government  Village  mainly. 
These  Hostels  are  under  the  control  of  the  Department  of  Bantu  Admini stra bion, 
and  two  European  Superintendents  are  employed.  The  scheme  for  a  new  Women’s 
Hostel  to  house  over  700  has  been  shelved  owing  to  the  very  high  tender  figures 
received  when  the  contract  was  offered,  576  Temporary  Licences  were  gx anted

This 
compound  consists  of  26  houses  and  6  rooms,  well  constructed  in  brick,  and  houses 
Asiatic  Labourers,  together  with  their  wives  and  families,  totalling  308  persons.
